DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

(1) a solid oxide fuel cell. 

(2) an oxygen generator. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-21 are generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species, including 
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any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the election shall be treated as 
an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in the loss of right to 
petition under 37 CFR 1 . 144. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which of these claims are readable on the elected species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the species unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may 
be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

During a telephone conversation with Larry Edelman on December 18, a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of species (1), claims 1-22. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claim 
23 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to 
a non-elected invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on March 9, 2007 has been considered 
by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Misawa et al. 
(U.S. Pat. 5,145,754). 

For claims 1-3 and 14, Misawa et al. teaches a solid state electrochemical device (SOFC 
or solid oxide fuel cell) comprising a first electrochemical cell and a second electrochemical cell, 
wherein each cell comprises a laminate structure of a first fuel electrode [4] and a second air 
electrode [6] separated by a solid state electrolyte [5], the electrolyte having a planar 
configuration and wherein each cell is positioned adjacent to one another such that electrodes of 
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one type are facing inward toward one another and electrodes of the other type are each facing 
outward. See col. 4 line 12 et seq. and Figure 2 which shows electrodes [6] facing inward 
toward one another and defining a space for a gas (flow shown by arrows) and electrodes [4] 
facing outward. Seals [24] and [26] are at each end of the electrochemical cell. See col. 5 line 
18 et seq. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-8 and 15-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed first and 
second seals being insulating and electrically conductive, respectively. 

Claims 9-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed first side edge 
manifold and second side edge manifold defining an enclosed space between the first side edge 
manifold, the spaced apart fuel electrodes and second side edge manifold.
